Shafter's Plans. 


Chicago, Jane 23—Special—A dispatch to a local paper 


says shortly after midnight Shafter's entire army had landed 
atBaiquiri. Launches from the Marblehead and Dolphin 
continue to remove mines from Caimanera channel. 
It will 


now be possible to steal into the inner harbor and capture the 
Spanish gunboats bidden there. There is no longer any 
doubt that the cable cut by the St. Louis yesterday is the last 
line connecting Cuba with the outside world. Shafter's plan 
is said to be to surround Santiago bay, cut off all retreat to 
interior, and capture the whole military and naval outfit. 


More Troops For Shafter. 


Washington, June 23—Special—Now that Shafter has 


effected a landing in Cuba large accessions to the invading 
army will be hurried forward. It is the intention to give the 
commander all the men he can effectively use and to make 
short'work of the war. A large detachment left Hampton 
Roads last night, and others will start from Tampa and Jack- 
sonville as soon as transports now on the way to those points 
can be loaded. All of the troops now at those points will be 
in Cuba within a week. No difficulty is anticipated in land- 
ing them, as the Americans already on shore can keep the 
Spaniards who might seek to stop the debarkation in check. 


Acts On His Own Discretion. 
Washington, June 23—Special—There is much satisfac- 


tion here over the announcement that Gen. Shafter has re 
ce.ved no definite orders as to his plan of campaign, but will 
be permitted to conduct it as circumstances and his judgment 
dictate. 
This will leave him unhampered, and enable him 


to take advantage of the situation as it may present itself. 
Exigencies are likely to arise at any moment which would 
lender adherence to orders issued at Washington fatal to suc- 
cess. The general may find himself environed with complica- 
tion that could not be foreseen, and he will have to exercise 
his own discretion. There is every confidence among those 
who know the intepid commander that he will prove himself 
capable in any situation. 


To Hold the Philippines. 


Washington. June 23 -Special—The views of Chauncey 


M. Depew on the subject of American occupation of the Phil- 
ppme Islands, reported srom London last night, are causing 
much comment here. 
The general opinion among officials is 


that Mr. Depew is right, and that the United StUes cannot 
surrender the .slands to another power without jeopardizing 
our own interests and safety. 
No opinion as to the plan to 


be adopted is expressed, as that is a matter too far in the fu- 
ture to require discussion. The sentiment is unanimous 
lowever, that the. advantage gained by the United States in 
he far east must not be thrown away.

acceptance of the hospital by the city, 
and the principal sources from which 
itjcomee, Toere is an apparent doter- 
tnlnatlon to wipe out tbls beautiful 
property, together with its furnishings 
and endowments so kindly given by 
charitable cltlzonr, and although so 
freely given that Jancsvlllo should 
have a permanent emergency homo 
when needed. There aro about

each. Almost all of these are among 
our best citizens and tax payers. These 
people are willing to turn the hospl- 
eal and Its contents over to the city for 
a very nominal price, and aro still 
further willing to bear their share of 
the small expen e to the city without 
complaint. 


A few days ago, I read n lengthy 


article In the Janesville Dally Kc- 
corder conocinlng the hospital and Its 
probable increase in city taxes in my 
judgment a poor excuse.

item which seemed an insult to the 
mayor when the statement was made 
—that he was placed at the head of 
the hospital management so It could 
become city property. 


Now, gentlemen of the council, I 


am not the mayor of this city for any 
other purpose than for its good.

The communication proceeds to say: 


"Over a month ago Admiral Dewey 
proposed to bombard Manila. At this 
juncture, however, a new factor was 
added to the situation. • The German 
consul, acting on precise Instructions 
•which had Just arrived by the German 
•warship Irene, strongly opposed a bom- 
bardment. 
These Instructions were 


clear and categorical and emanated di- 
rectly from Emperor William's cabi- 
net. 


Appeal to Foreign Wnrftlil|>*. 


"It was then that Admiral Dcwcy 


asked for re-enforcements and supplied 
•Agulnnhlo with arms. While Germany 
gathered n naval force the Intention at 
Berlin was, If not to take poasesHlon 
of Manila, at least to co-operate In the 
landing. Admiral Uewcy's force not be- 
ing sufficient to protect German Inter- 
ests. .Capt.-Gen. Atignstl had on his 
part Informed his government of the 
situation, and several Interviews took 
place at Madrid with the German am- 
bassador, the result being that It was 
decided Capt.-Gen. August! should ap- 
peal to the foreign warships at Manila, 
excluding the American, to protect the 
lives and property of the Inhabitants 
against the Insurgents. 


"It was an indirect way of capitu-

In both army and navy cjrcles the 


Information contained In the dispatch- 
es of Gen. Shafter and Admiral Samp- 
son was received with Intense-satisfac- 
tion. The landing of so large a body 
of troops as Gen. Shafter at present has 
under his command Is a task of Im- 
mense proportions. A prominent of- 
ficial of the war department said thr«t 
the complete debarkation of the troops, 
animals, Held guns and supplies within 
a week after their arrival off tho Cu- 
ban coast would bo a task well accom- 
plished. It is probable. In the opinion 
of the officer referred to, that only a 
partial landing of the troops was ef- 
fected Wednesday, and that the land-
